A GENTLEMAN living in Hamilton, Ont., 
n by the BULLETIN that grain grown 
at Edmonton was subject to smut, sends in- 
structions how to prevent this trouble aeccord- 
ing to the English plan. He says that in the 
first place the seed should be changed at least 
every two years, 
between seed wrown on different kinds of soil. 
On the day betore sowing the seed should be 
emptied into a heap and thoroughly wetted 
with brine, the grain being turned 
over as the brine is being poured on, so as to 
vet it well mixed, then lime should be shaken 
over it and the heap mixed again. It will be 
ready to sow as soon as itis dry. Another 
remedy for smut is bluestone, a quarter of a 
pound to the bushel of grain, dissolved in 
boiling water, and enough cold) water added 
to wet the prain thoroughly.
